changes of consequence were made 
in the proposed municipal code by 
the legislative commit toe of the May- 
ors' association follownig its meet- 
ing with Attorney General Wade E!- 
lis Monday. 


As originally drj|8ii 
the amend- 


ments authorized small municipali- 
ties to consolidate the departments 
of public service and safety. 
Ellis 


questioned the legality of this and it 
was changed to require the keeping 
of the departments separate. 


Kills also favored a provision cre- 


ating a board of public service and 
one of safety, hut the committee 
stood pat on its proposition 
that 


there should be 
but 
ons man in 


charge of each. 


At the suggestion of Ellis the civil 


service clause was changed to read 
that -the commissioners should he 
appointed for terms of three years 
each; should be confirmed by 
the 


council and could only be removed, 
by the mayor with the consent of the 
council. 


The committee had made the city 


solicitor the successor to tte mayor, 
in the event ol the resignation, re- 
moval or death of the latter, to hold 
until his successor was elected by the 
people. 


This vras changed by the Mayors' 


association to provide that the solici- 
tor should only be mayor until sufh 
time as the council elected a succes- 
sor u> tne major. 


lh.2 municipal ownership 
clause 


was simplified, being made to rcaa: 
"The municipality shall have 
the 


right to own and operate any public 
service utility." 


Some of ihe mayors were not sat- 


isfitxl that any public service utilit> 
should be sold with loss than the con- 
sent ot two-thirds of the voters. The 
amendment originallj provided that 
a majority vote in favor of the prop- 
osition was sufficient It wa1? changed.
